County Clerk Clyve Riddels keeps 


microfilm records of documents such 
as 
birth 
and 
death 
certificates, 


marriages licenses, deeds of transfer, 
commissioner's 
court minutes and 


other county records. 


The documents are 
copied onto 


microfilm and stored in the vault of the 
First National Bank. In addition to 
providing a permanent record of all 
county documents, the microfilm also 
protects the county in the event of a fire 
at the courthouse. 


The 
county owns 
no 
microfilm 


viewer, as the records are not needed 
for routine business in the clerk's of- 
fice. 


The public is not entitled to view 


those microfilms, because some of the 
records such as birth and death cer- 
tificates are not open to the public. 


In the event that a copy of a records is 


needed from the microfilm the county 
clerk can send the film to a Dallas firm 
which makes and certifies copies of the 
microfilm.

safety precaution they know to take is 
taken each time potentially dangerous 
shipments are made, but admit that 
"anything can happen." 


All shipments of hazardous products 


are strictly governed by Department of 
Transportation regulations which the 
railroads adhere to. 


C. F. Morris, agent for the Fort Worth 


& Denver Railway, said that that line 
carries mostly grain through Cor- 
sicana, but that they also sometimes 
ship dangerous chemicals. 


"Anything can happen," he said, 


"but we have strict procedures and 
safeguards to follow and we follow 
them." 


Jack Flynn, of St. Louis South wester 


Railway (Cotton Belt), 
concurred, 


saying those restrictions include how 
such chemicals are packed, where 
those cars are placed in a train, and 
other similar safeguards. 


"We have our own safety department 


in Houston," Flynn said, "which 
monitors our dangerous 
shipments 


apart from the Dept. of Transportation. 
In addition, everything is monitored by 
the computer system. If we send out a 
train from here that's loaded wrong, 
they know it in San Francisco before 
that train gets to Angus and they will 
stop that train until it's loaded right." 


Cars carrying "hazardous products" 


must be at least seven cars from the 
engine, he said, and must also be a 
specified number of cars from the rear 
of the train. 


"The railroad is very concerned with 


safety, and we would be even if there 
weren't government regulations," he 
rioted. "If you think about it, the 
railroads are the best and sometimes 
the only way to ship many of these 
things."

enter into a final settlement 
agreement 
concerning

disputed claim between Mrs. 
Bettiwayne 
Trapp 
and 
the 


College whereby each party will 
discharge all claims or causes 
of action which each might hold 
or assert against the other," the 
statement read. 


"This settlement agreement 


in the amount of $5,000 has been 
negotiated and recommended 
by the attorney representing the 
insurance company in behalf of 
the College. The College will be 
reimbursed by the insurance 
company 
for settlement ex- 


pense." 


Action 
on the 
settlement 


recommendation brought the 
first negative vote from

college trustee in three years 
when member Elliot Middleton 
voted against the payment to 
Miss Trapp.

Plan proposed for failing students

School 
administrators 
got 


unofficial approval from school 
trustees to precede with plans 
for 
two 
summer 
school 


programs and an 
"extended 


school day" tutorial program to 
help students who otherwise 
may not pass this year. 


School Supt. Mark Culwell, 


during a school board work 
session 
Monday 
night, told 


trustees that some 250 students 
in 
elementary 
and 
middle 


school grades will likely not 
meet the minimum standards to 
be passed at the end of the 
school year. 


About 200 of those students 


are in the sixth, seventh, and 
eighth grades, he said. 


CULWELL 
PROPOSED a 


half-day summer school session 
which would begin immediately 
after the end of the spring 
semester and last for 
four 


weeks. The program would be 
funded entirely through Title I 
federal funds, with a cost of 
about $25,000. 


Instruction would be limited 


to math and reading for grades 
one 
through 
seven; 
math, 


language Arts, reading, and 
science for the eighth grade. 


The program would be staffed 


by 30 teachers, with class sizes 
limited to 15 students per class. 
The district 
would 
provide 


transportation to and from the 
classes, 
and 
elementary 


students would receive daily 
milk and snacks. The courses 
would run from 8:30 a.m. until 
11:30 a.m. There would be no 
tuition for the courses, Culwell 
said. 


"WE 
FEEL 
LIKE 
THIS 


program will enable many of 
these 
youngsters 
to 
make 


enough 
gain 
to 
satisfy 


promotional 
requirements," 
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Culwell 
explained. 
"But 


promotion 
would 
not 
be 


automatic 
just 
because 
a 


student attends. He's got to 
meet our minimum standards 
— which at this point are very 
minimum — if he wants to move 
on with his class." 


Almost all students involved 


would qualify as "educationally 
deprived," the superintendent 
said, but the courses would also 
be available on the same basis 
to any student who did not 
qualify as such. 


"We are almost demanding 


that any student who is failing 
at the end of the term enroll in 
the courses he needs," Culwell 
said. "If he doesn't, he will have 
no hope whatsoever of being 
promoted with his class." 


Students 
would 
not 
be 


required to enroll in both the 
math and the reading sections 
unless he has failed in both 
those areas, but most who have 
problems in one area, Culwell 
said, also have problems in the 
second area. 


"I THINK, IN EFFECT, we 


are saying here that there is a 
need by our students for some 
extra help, and that the Cor- 
sicana 
Independent 
School 


District is doing everything we 
can to meet that need," Culwell 
told the board. 


By scheduling the classes 


immediately following the close 
of school, Culwell said he felt 
the district could avoid conflicts 
with family vacations and other 
summer plans. 


Teachers in the 
program 


would be paid $150 a week for 
the four week course. Culwell 
said that all teachers used for 
the program would be those 
with 
special 
experience 
in 


working with students having 
problems in learning, and that 
because of the small number of 
teachers needed administrators 
could be "very selective" in 
choosing 
the 
best 
teachers 


available. 


Board 
members, 
although 


they could not take formal 
action in a work session, ex- 
pressed support and approval of 
the plan. 


Trustees 
also 
expressed 


support of a summer enrich- 
ment program for students who 
have done good work during the 
school year. That plan, if given 
the final OK, will cost the 
district about $3,500 and provide 
elementary 
and 
secondary 


students 
with a number of 


course options in areas not 


touched by routine curriculum 
courses. 


NO FTNAI DECISIONS have 
been made as to what courses 
will be offered, but Culwell gave 
trustees a list of proposals 
which will go out in survey form 
for students and parents to 
decide which would be offered. 


Those courses include classes 


in guitar, drums and similar 
"social instruments," 
courses 


for younger students in basic- 
use 
of 
household 
tools, 


elementary homemaking, arts 
and crafts, 
conversational 


Spanish, and creative writing. 


Kindergarten through second 


graders who have passed their 
school work during the year 
could 
take 
courses 
in 


elementary skills in sports ball 
handling, in arts and crafts, in 
creative music, in speech and 
drama, and in choral music. 


Third through fifth graders 


can opt for other courses such 
as 
experimental 
science, 


Aerobic exercise (a course in 
which 
both 
mothers 
and 


daughters 
could 
enroll 


together,) choral music, and 
typing. 


For the sixth through the 


eighth graders, courses would 
also include Algebra I (on a non- 
credit basis,) beginning car- 
pentry, and more 
advanced 


versions of courses offered to 
the younger students. 


BOARD 
MEMBER 
BILL 


Harrison said he didn't feel 
these 
courses 
should 
be 


available to students who did 
not pass 
academic 
courses 


during the school year, and 
president Maco Stewart said 
some steps would have to be 
taken to insure that the courses 
didn't become "a baby sitting 
service," but 
all members 


indicated 
support 
of 
such 


programs for students who have 
done well during the school 
term. 


"If a student didn't pass his 


math," Culwell said, "then the 
other program 
(the summer 


school) would be the one for 
him. These are a kind of reward 
for the students who have put 
forth 
the 
effort 
during the 


school year and a way to 
provide these students with 
some instruction in areas our 
regular 
curriculum 
doesn't 


touch." 


For the enrichment courses, 


parents would be asked to pay a 
$10 tuition to insure genuine 
interest 
and 
attendance, 


Culwell said. The courses would 


run June 2-30, from 8:30 a.m. 
until 10 a.m. and from 10 a.m. 
until 11:30 a.m. 


A final decision on which of 


the proposed courses will be 
offered will come following final 
board approval and the results 
of the interest survey. 


A THIRD SUPPLEMENTAL 


program was also favorably 
received by the board when 
presented during the session. 
Culwell said he was asking for 
approval to offer additional help 
and instruction to students one 
day each week beginning in 
March. The two hour sessions, 
which may be taught in part by 
district 
principals 
and 
ad- 


ministrators, 
would 
provide 


special instruction in reading 
and math. 


As outlined now, the courses 


would be held from 6 to 8 p.m. 
one day a week. Culwell ex- 
plained that the program would 
be actual classroom instruction 
to aid students having problems 
in those areas, and not simply a 
tutor to help with homework. 


"We would encourage all 


students that are experiencing 
any difficulty to take advantage 


of this special help," Culwell 
said. 


Cost for the program would 


depend on interest and par- 
ticipation, he said. 


He also told trustees that 


there has been some problem 
with both foreign and local 
students owing large telephone 
bills or having "hot checks" in 
the community. 


"We 
urge 
any 
local 


businessman 
having 
such 


problems to call my office," 
Gardner said, "and we will try 
to help him Collect his money." 


Gardner said his office, when 


such complaints are found to be 
true, will put a "hold" on a 
student's transcript until the 
matter is cleared. 


A recommendation for some 


type of policy regarding

critics of President Jimmy Carter's action 
pardoning all Vietnam-era draft evaders. 


One of the critics is Charles Henry Harrison 


who called the Daily Sun to say he is flying his 
flag at half mast in protest of the pardon. 


HARRISON, A RESIDENT of Kerens and 


who is employed in Corsicana, served in 
France during World War II in the U.S. Army 
and has received awards that included the 
Purple Heart, Bronze Star, European Medal 
and Victory Medal during his 21 years of 
military service.

"They (draft evaders) didn't serve this

Foreign Wars Post 3366, said, "1 think's its 
terrible. There is something wrong with 
anybody who doesn't want to fight for this 
country. I think the pardon is unfair — 
especially in view of the guys who did fight in 
the war."

Edgar Earl Smith, Disabled American 


Veterans feel that this is a kind of slap in our 
faces to go and serve and serve honorably and 
those others get off. 


"We feel that if there is a war in the future, 


others will dodge the draft when they are 
called. I'm a Carter man, but I don't believe 
in that (pardoning draft evaders.)" he said. 
Smith served in the Navy during World War 
U. 


Retired Air Force Colonel Wayne Collins 


says he has mixed emotions on the pardon 
issue. Collins says he believes Carter put a lot 
of study into the issue before he made a 
decision. 


COLLINS COMPARED the Vietnamese 


conflict to the Korean Conflict. 


"There are two sides to it. Many people felt 


that the United States should not have been 
involved in a foreign conflict and did not go to 
serve and others did not go because of 
religious convictions." 


"1 can't in due conscience say what Carter 


did was wrong. I chose it (military service) as 
a career and I enjoyed the work," he said.

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Ware outlines plans to help 
home builders stay within law

City Editor 


While the new regulations 


aren't yet delineated, Municipal 
.Services Director Delma Ware 
says Corsicana will soon be 
Lightening its restrictions on 
city homebuilders. 


Ware outlined his tentative 


plan Tuesday afternoon before 
the city's Zoning Board of 
Adjustment. 
He 
called 
the 


current "carelessness" on the 
part of the builders a problem of 
some magnitude and something 
that "really scares me." 


The problem, according to 


Ware, is the habit of local 
builders to set their foundations 
from curb lines instead of right- 
of-way lines. In most cases, 
Ware said, this causes no 
problems. 
But, 
he 
said, 


problems are 
arising more 


frequently as lending agencies 
require title insurance for the 
property. 


THE TITLE 
INSURANCE 


requires a survey and, Ware 
continues, these surveys are 
showing that the builders are 
not in compliance with city code 
requirements. 
The 
lending 


institution, in turn, refuses to 
loan money on the property sale 
until a correction is made. 


To combat 
this problem, 


Ware says he will probably 


start 
requiring 
builders to 


furnish his office with a foun- 
dation survey certifying that 
the foundation does not en- 
croach upon city right-of-way or 
onto land designated for front or 
side yards. 


But, he said, he'll probably 


think the matter over for a few 
more days before deciding just 
what action to take. 


Ware told the board that 


within the last month, nine 
houses involving four builders 
in three subdivisions have been 
shown to be out of compliance 
with building restrictions. 


Ware explained that the rash 


of 
such 
occurrences 
is 


responsible 
for the 
sudden 


activity 
of 
the 
adjustment 


board, which only meets on 
request and has, on occasion 
gone more than a year without 
meeting. 


TUESDAY'S MEETING was 


called because of one such 
problem and it resulted in the 
board granting a variance of 
nearly seven feet for Harold 
Prater on a house and lot on 
Lexington Ave. 


Prater's case, according to 


Ware and Prater, was caused 
because Prater had set the 
building line from the curb and 
not the property line. 


Lexington makes a jog at that 


point, and the street is not set in 
the middle of the right-of-way 
as is the usual case. Because of 
this, Prater's house, while 
appearing to look far enough 
back from the street, is actually 
closer than the 30 feet minimum 
allowed for a front yard bet- 
ween the house and the property 
line. 


Ware and adjustment board 


members 
agreed 
that 
this 


mistake by Prater and similar 
ones by other builders were 
"logical" mistakes, but they 
agreed that measures were 
needed to keep the adjustment 
board 
from 
meeting 
every 


week. 


Ware explained that city 


codes empower him to take 
almost any action he deems 
necessary, but that he does not 
want 
to overreact 
to 
the 


situation. 


In addition to the plan Ware 


says he will probably adopt, 
Ware also outlined two other 
alternatives. 


One plan would require a 


surveyed plot plan prior to the 
issuance of a certificate of 
occupancy. This plan, he said, 
would not answer the question 
of what to do with a $40,000 
home that did not follow the 
plan.

Educators meet in Waco 


Sister Liam Buckley, principal of Collins Catholic School, 
was one of four Corsicana educators who attended a recent 
meeting to discuss the League of Schools.

evaluation. 


In the event that the teacher 


does not perform, Mrs. Guinn 
said, the board could then 
terminate that teacher 
and 


provide written reasons why. 


"The principals, will have a 


tremendous responsibility in 
this," Mrs. Guinn noted, "but 
the teacher will have been told 
of her weaknesses enough in 
advance that she can correct 
those faults or be assured that 
she will not be rehired." 


OTHER REQUIREMENTS of 


the proposed contracts include 
stipulations 
that

terminated be notified of that 
fact by April 1st.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - 


Officials of the Nelson Gallery 
here predict that 375,000 people 
will visit this city in 1977 to see 
"Sacred Circles," an exhibition 
of North American Indian art.

month display of the Indian col- 
lection is expected to draw 100,- 
000 more people than saw the 
famous Archeological Finds of 
the People's Republic of China 
when it was on display for sev- 
en weeks last year in Kansas 
City.

A public hearing will still

The railroad also says 
it has to reroute some of its 
trains around the area because 
the bridge is too low to permit 
the kind of large loads the 
railroads are shipping nowdays. 


Bell said last week that 


ownership of the bridge, which 
the railroad and the county 
have disputed, has been settled 
with the railroad 
accepting 


ownership. Once ownership was 
determined, Bell 
says, 
the 


railroad asked the county to 
barricade the roads leading up 


to the bridge 
dismantled.

The county will have to 


unload all gravel from railroad 
cars at Emhouse, unload bridge 
timbers from railroad cars at 
Emhouse, place sandy gravel 
material on the reconstructed 
county 
road 
and 
improve 


visibility on either side of 
county road crossing located 1.7 
miles north of Emhouse. 


Bell says that no date has 


been set for the destruction of 
the bridge and that a public 
hearing will have to be held 
before the road leading up to the 
bridge can be closed. 


He adds that he intends to 


take the matter up with the 
Commissioners Court at its next 
meeting on Feb. 1. 


"I would like to get the 


opinions of the other com- 
missioners on the matter," Bell 
said.
